Chief Hodgklnson of the nr» depart* 


ment is desirous of having increase*

facilities for fighting ares.

the past year or two, since the pres- 
ent system has been in use, the city 
has spread out over what were for- 
merly meadows and barren hillslopes. 
Blocks have been added in all direc- 
tions and in some portions of the 
town the fire laddies are given 
a 


quarter of a mile further run to reach 
the outlying districts. 


The main fire house is splendidly 


equipped and needs 
practically no 


more men or apparatus, but what the 
Chief deems most necessary is 
in- 


creased protection for the districts a 
mile or two from the main engine 
house. At present the water supply 
on the south side of the river Is la- 
adequate for fire protection on account 
of the neighborhood outgrowing 
the 


water system. It will be some time 
before the system can be reconstruct- 
ed and meanwhile that district Is un- 
protected 


In conversation with a reporter of 


The Joumal Chief Hodgkinson yes- 
terday stated that he favored erecting 
a flre house on the eminence south of 
the river and installing as a temporary 
pjopositlon a two-horse chemical en- 
gine. A chemical of that size would 
be ample to hold a lire in check until 
the arrival of the steamers.

board at an early date.

TRADE BALANCE AND GOLD EXPORTS 


R 


SPORTS indicate that 'astern financial circles are 


somewhat disturbed over prospective gold exports. 


It is said that an outward flow of the yellow metal Is 
quite likely to begin at any time and continue for 
a 


month or more. 


Any movement of the character suggested 
•« ill, of 


course, be induced by purely natural causes. 
The groki 


will be »ent merely because Europe has demands against 
us which must be met in that way 
At the same time it 


seems remarkable at first view that we should ever be re- 
quired to export gold when we are selling annually $500,- 
000.000 or $600,000,000 worth of merchandise more than 
we buy. In the campaign juat ended Republican speaKer*, 
expatiated upon the fact that during the last five years 
the balance of trade in our favor had amounted to $2,800,- 
000,000. 
Nevertheless, despite these enormous sales of 


our products we have exported nearly or quite as much 
gold as we have imported. 
The reason is. simply, that 


foreign countries, particularly the great commercial na- 
tions of Europe, have had counter demands against as 
sufficient to cover the balance. It is this condition only 
that has enabled us to make these vast exports. 


If Europe had to pay cash for what she buys from 


us her purchases would soon cease, because she would be 
bankrupt in a very short time. To meet her adverse trade 
balance in gold would exhaust her entire stock of that 
metal !• five or six years—perhaps in less time. She has 
been buying from us because she could do so without pay- 
ing for the goods in actual money. Europe is in the po- 
sition of a man whose income from money loaned is much 
greater than that which he derives from his active busi- 
ness enterprises. England buys every year goods costing 
several hundred millions in excess of what she realizes 
from her sales, but she more than keeps even by the re*- 
turns from her investments abroad 
Hence, In the fact 


at an adverse trade balance she 
is constantly growing 


richer. 


Notwithstanding all the recent talk about the United 


States having become a creditor nation, the cold truth is 
that we are still heavily in debt and will be for many 
years to come. 
This is proved by our great export trade 


coupled with-our failure to get any appreciable amount of 
cash in return. It is idle to suppose that we are simply 
leaving our balance in Europe for investment. 
Any in- 


telligent person should know that there are far better op- 
portunities on that line in the United States than any- 
where else. The money is left in Europe because we ha\e 
to leave it there. 


But there is another thing to be considered in this 


connection. 
Europe has been buying largely from us not 


merely because ahe could get the products without the 
payment of cash, but because she has herself been pros- 
perous and could afford to consume great quantities of 
purchased goods. 
Therefore any turn of the prosperity 


tide there is bound to react upon us. 
Our gieat trade 


balance has been an Important factor in our recently im- 
proved business conditions, because while we have le- 
celved little or no specie on account of it, we have been 
enabled to retain the product of our own mines and add 
right along to our stock of money. Gold exports on any 
considerable scale always tend to create monetary strin- 
gency, thus affecting the markets and business conditions 
generally. Let the financial skies of Europe be seriously 
darkened and it will be Interesting, if not altogether plea- 
sant, to note how quickly what has been termed "Republi- 
can prosperity' in this country will receive 
a seiious 


check.
